Waihlttfton, Sept. 28.— The freedom 
with which the Spanish minister for 
fmlgB aflalra. the Duke Almodovar 
idcl Rio h«w given publlctty to the in> 

^structlons to the Spanish peac^ com- 
mlBsioners as to the dlepoattion of the 
PhilippiDes baa given rise to the sus 
picioQ among the offlciale here that 
there ii befctnd it a dellbarate parpoae 
to draw cui in advanoe the poalUon of 
the American commlesionera. 

It is noted now that heretofore the 
Spanish government has waited upon 
the United States government to malte 
each of the atepa towarda final peace 
before making a move on their aide, 
that this sudden change in policy 
Is accounted for only on the ground 
■tated. 

There la beside thia apparent pur- 
pose a veiled threat In the laat In 

fitnirtlon. not tindes any circumstances 
to allow thft United States to interfere 
with any di^portttion of tlie island out- 
side of those retained by the United 
Stotes, auch as Lutoa, that Spain may 
see fit to make. 

This Is believed to be an Invitation 
to some of the contlnontal powers to 
step forward In support of Spain In 
this extren:lty in the hope of recelv- 
I0g aa a quid pro que aome one of the 
Phillpfrtnea as a coaling or naval atap 
tion. 

i( Although th? American peace com- 
aUsBioners have so fur Ri.rcessiully re- 
sisted all attempts to ascertain the ex- 
act nature of their laatraotiohs some- 
thlM la known of thMr gMeral char- 
acter, and It may be stated on this 
point of the final disposition of swh 
of the Philippines as are not held by 
the United States that while the pres- 
ident has nowhere directly admitted 
any obligation to the Inaurgenta, yet 
so long as they carry out their part 
aiid a void a rupture with our forces 
at Manilla, ho feelw that any arrange- 
ment that may be made by the peace 
eommlssloa for the final disposition of 
the Islands, the insurgaota ahall not be 
placed at the mercy of the Spanish 
government without guarantee for 
their proper treatment. 

By an extension of this same viow, 
It is unlikely that he wouM care to al- 
low them to be turned over to another 
power that might oppressively treat 
them, especially without the consent 
of the natives. 

Then there are. aa the naval experts 
liave piltitM oat atroot atratagte Tea- 
aCiha why the United Statea ahonid re- 
fuse to sanction the cession of any of 
the Phillppise islands to any other na- 
tion to serve as a naval boae. It has 
tt?>en explained to the American peace 
.ftmalaaionerB that hj the possession 
6f the Island of LuBba oa the north 
and the island of Palawa on the south 
the United States would control the 
great gateway for the large traflUc tt ' 
passss between China aad Australia, 
u well aa the myriad lalaafti of the 
South Paelflo. 

Santiago de Cuba, Sept U.— Major 

General Wood has formally oom- 
l)let«d the organization of a rural po- 
lice force for Santiago province. It is 
based on the Mexican rural system, 
half civil aad baiX .military. There 
will be mounted prlraNa with aon- 
commlssloned officers aad the lower 
grades of otflcers— Cubans — and offi- 
cers of the higher gradfis — Americans. 

For arms tbey will have machetes, 
carbines and revolvers. Recruits must 
pass a strict physical and mental ex- 
amination and must be of good char- 
acter and take the oath acknowledging 
the supremacy of the United States. 
Boldlara ot the Cuban army who vol- 
■i untarlly aurrender their arm* ta^a the 
' oath and the etattttiitMi. will 
have the preference.

Waahlngton, Sept. 28. — A compre- 
hensive program for moving troopa to 
Cuha has been outlined by the war de- 

patttaeat and its Initial featur«a have 
keen decided uiwn.

)fit«8 outlined a id.in for sendlne two 
livisiona to Cuba, the first under com- 
mand of Major General Wade, to leave 
In October, and the eecond under Ma- 
jor General Fltihugh Lee. to leave la 
November. Bach division will em- 
brace about 6,000 men. so that the p' n 
Is to have some 12,0(»0 troops in Cu )a 
or on the way there within the next 
CO dtys. 

Frrth Front Vhlllpnlnr*. 

Washington, Sept. 28. — General Fran- 
cis V. Greene, who was made a major 
general of volunteers for distinguished 
servlcee In the Philippines, accompan- 
ied by his personal pt.iff and the dele- 
gates from the Philippine insurgents, 
rrrived here from Chicago and went to 
the Arlington hotel. The two Filipinos 
are Felipe Agoneello and Jose Lop^z. 
They are the personal representative 
of the insurgent Aguinaldo, and are '^n 
thrir way to Paris to secure represent- 
ation on the Spanish American peace 
commission with a view to the recog- 
rition of the insurgent government in 
the Philippines.

chaplain of the battleship Oregon, on 
the charge of scandalizing the navy In 
a lecture delivered in Denver August 8 
was resumed.

Saratoga, N. T., Sept- 28.— The Re- 
publicaa eoavaaUon aomlaated the fol- 
lowing ticket: 

Governor, Theodore Roosevelt of Oy- 
ster Bay; lieutenant governor, Timo- 
thy L. Woodruff of Kings; comptroller, 
William J. Morgan of Brie; secretary 
of stata, John T. McDoeongh of Al- 
bany; state treasurer, John B. Jacckel 
of Cayuga; state engineer, Edward A. 
Bond of Jefferson; attorney gaoeral, 
John C. Daviea of Oneida. 

The names of Ckivemor Black and 
Theodore Rooeevelt were presented for 
governor. At 7:16 p. m Secretary of 
State Palmer moved a roll call, and the 
motion was adopted. 

Before it got through the New Tork 
delegatkm It waa evident that Mr. 
Roosevelt had a practical walkover 
and iit 7:?ii enou^ votea had been 
cast tu nominate him. 

At 7:41 the roll call was completed, 
and the vote waa announced aa fol- 
lows: Roosevelt 758; Black, 218. 

Then the auditor.'; and the delegates 
rose in a greut mass and cheered. 
Jud4<^ Ciidy g^>t the floor and moved 
the unanimous nomination. While the 
question waa pending Senator Krum, 
who had aupported Governor Black, 
said: "On behalf of Governor Black 
and his friends I will say that they 
will stand by Theodore Roosevelt as 
be stood by the ooimtry.'* 

The nomination was made unani- 
mous, and St 7:48 the convention stood 
in recesa until 9 <yclcx;k, when the plat- 
form was a '->pted and the remainder of 
the ticket was nominated, all but Da- 
vies belag noniBated by aocUmatlon. 

The following committee was ap- 
pointed to be the advisory board for 
the state commltPee: Thoman C. Piatt 
Chauncey M. Depew, Prank Hiscock, 
Edward Lauterbach and Frank S< 
WItherbee. 

The old eagle emblem was readopted 
for the party, and the convention ad 
journod alas dl&

Paris, Sept. 28.— The Rightist sena- 
tors and ('."pulies passed nfsolutions 
denouncing the Dreyfus revision. The 
former declared that the government's 
devlslon was takea in spite ot the res- 
ignation of two mlnlaters of war and 
the vote of the chamber of deputies, 
and condemned the ministers for not 
convoking parliament and for disre- 
garding the army'a honor. The depu 
ties of the Right party declared the 
government had violated its pledges 
not to agree to arevialon, in virtue 
of which the uhamber voted confidence 
in the ministry, condemned the cabinet 
for chaaglag the Dreyfus aflair from a 
judicial to a political qaeatlon and de- 
manded tlia eonvooalion ot parlia- 
ment

al William Graham, I'nitcd Statea vol 
unteers, commanding the Second army 
corps, oomrHslBc ths troops snoataped 
at Middleti wn, Pa.r will go on re- 
tired list o' tho regular army with the 
rank of brWadier general by operation 
of law on r 'count of age.

Frankfort, Ind., Sept 28.— The bold- 
est and one of the most successful bank 
rcbbieriea that ever ofcurred In this 
section of tbe state was perpetrated at 
Flora, a small town ten milea north 
of this city at daybreak. Tbe bank is 
a private corporation, with William 
Lannt;m .k ling ae cashier. 

He was awakened by the noise of a 
terriflc explosion, which shattered tbe 
windows in hia residence, fifty yards 
from tbe bank. Getting up and going 
to the bank, which was a brick build- 
ing, he found the entire building de- 
molished. As be started inalde be was 
fired upon by aome unknown party 
with a abotgun, tha eharga taking ef- 
feet In hia taoe and Uowlag out one 
eye.
